- Railroad News - 


Defends Rail Rule. 


WASHINGTON. Jan 24 — Asser- 
! tUms that th** raildoars were turn­ 
ed back to their owners after the 
| period of government control in a 
“broken down" condition were den­ 
ied yesterday by Walker I). Hines 
in a statement before the senate 
Interstate commorse 
commission. 
in which the ex-director general of 
raildoars said he believed the gov- 
i eminent had “substantially 
over­ 
maintained the equipment’’ of the 
roads. 
Mr. Hines told the committee, 
a< a. witness in its general rail­ 
road inquiry’, that reports at the 
end of federal 
control showed 
locomotives 
to bn in “distinctly 
better condition than at tim bo- 
ginning’’ and the 
condition ' ot 
freight cars to ‘compare favorably' 
with that time. It must be remem­ 
bered. he added, that bot Ii gener­ 
ally were in “exceedingly poor” 
condition at the beginning of tedei- 
tl operation. 
Stating that critics of Mi** rail­ 
road administration among the rail 
executives appeared to take as a 
starting point the idea that their 
equipment was in ideal condition 
when the government took control 
.Mr. Hines, to refute this assump­ 
tion. cited the testimony of Presi­ 
dent Rea of the Pennsylvania road 
in 1917. in the advance rate case 
before the interstate 
commerce 
commission. 
Mr, Rca 
declared 
then, in effect, he said, that it had 
been inuuissible to maintain pas­ 
senger car equipment. 
that the 
continuous service of freight cars 
I had left great numbers in need of 
repairs* and locomotive repairs also 
had suffered from inefficient and 
[ insufficient labor. 
Comparing the efficiency of labor 


I under government control, the only 
I true basis for which, he said, after 
the change to the 8-hour-day„ was 
the number of “man hours paid 
for,” Mr. Hines declared that the 
; "traffic” units of service a man 
j hour” had increased from 82 in 
1915 to 96 in 19*7 and 1918 and 
IOO in 1919”, thus showing more 
traffic units a man hour than ever 
before.” With this start in 1920, 
i he said. the figure had been in­ 
creased to 101. 
; 
Quoting trom the reports of reg­ 
ional directors for 1918 and 1919. 
Mr. Hines said 
these showed a 
“vigilane and efficient performan­ 
ce of the public service and a satis­ 
factory handling of the business 
under peculiarly 
difficult condi- 
elons.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Final 
settlement between the government 
and Terminal Railroad Association 
of St. Louis involving payments 
under the government 
guarantee 
against losses in operation during 
six mouths of 1920 will involve pay­ 
ment of $1,693,000 of an additional 
$278,960, according to a ruling yes­ 
terday by the Inter-state Commerce 
Commission.
